The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants state that the protein of SEQ ID NO:l is a threonine aspar- 
tase called Taspasel and provide Hsieh, et al . (AA) and a supposed alignment 
to show this. Although applicants provided nothing showing that the sequence 
aligned (C20orfl3) was the Taspasel of the instant reference, the examiner 
looked in the Uniprot database and found that this was true. Although the 
specification only characterizes the enzyme as a human hydrolytic enzyme, the 
showing that it is in fact Taspasel overcomes the 35 USC § 101 rejection. As 
for the 35 USC § 112 first paragraph enablement rejection, applicants have 
amended the claims to overcome this rejection.
